Peacem aker» Fav o r Co ercing Turkey . 


W A SH IN G TO N , Jan. 12 
[Special.]—Has 
not the time come when the United States 
should exercise a good deal more vigor in 
collecting claims against our neighboring 
countries? 
This is a question which I 
have heard a gieat many public men ask 
during the last few weeks. 
It was only a 
day or two ago that the result of an arbi­ 
tration which wc entered into with .Mexi­ 
co w-as announced, and it is putting things 
mildly to say that deep disgust prevailed 
in the national capital with this method 
of settling international disputes. 
Mr. 
Oberlander was a deputy sheriff in one of 
the lower counties of California. 
He was 
kidnaped and carried across the border. 
A Mrs. Messenger, in whose house betook 
refuge, was also mistreated by the Mexi­ 
can authorities. Oberlander put in a claim 
for $7» u,000 damages and Mrs. Messenger 
for $2 0 ,0 0 0 . Our state department pre­ 
sented its case to the Mexican govern­ 
ment, and an arbitration was arranged 
with the minister of the Argentine Re­ 
public at Madrid as the arbitrator. 
His 
finding was in effect that the Americans 
in question were not entitled to damages 
because the 1 nited States had itself been 
remiss in the matter of pay ment of d a m ­ 
ages to foreigners injured in this country , 
as, for example, the Chinese who were 
maltreated by a mob in Wy oming some 
y ears ago. 


D is g u s te d W it h A r b it r a t io n . 
When the result of this effort at settling 
international disputes became known to 
! senators and representatives, disgust with 
the whole arbitration business was cur­ 
rent. 
Many statesmen said the time hud 
j come to put a stop to su* h nonsense. 
If 
! we were a great nation, we should show 
1 our power. 
They said we should follow 
tiie example of Englund and Germany , 
: and when the » mailer governments of this 
continent or of any part of the world re­ 
fused to meet our just demands send war 
ships to enforce them. 
England’s course 
at Corinto and Germany 's at Haiti were 
cited as examples of what the 
I nited 
States should do in similar eases. 
it is true that the policy of the United 
States in these matters has been one of 
easy going, patient, Christian endurance. 
We ha\e deliberately adopted the idea that 
we can wait, that we can endure, that we 
trust wholly to diplomatic pressure and 
that we will not employ our warships for 
collection of indemnity to those of our 
citizens who may be injured in foreign 
countries. We have claims pending against 
Peru, against Mexico, against Honduras, 
against Haiti, against Turkey and other 
countries, to say nothing of the millions 
upon millions of claims against Spain for 
damages inflicted in Cuba, which have 
been on the desks of the diplomats for 
many y ears, and the most of which in all 
probability are now thrust deep back iuto 
dusty and cobwebby pigeonholes. 
Wh y Th ey I’ro erHutiunt**. 
Naturally these governments evade pay ­ 
ment as long as they oan. 
Knowing that 
Uncle Sam will do nothing more than 
write letters to them through his minis­ 
ters plenipotentiary and that no trouble 
need lie feared from him they evade and 
procrastinate and twist in and out through 
the y ears. 
It is claimed that we should 
change our method, send out a few w ar­ 
ships to frown upon these evasive little 
governments with their big guns, < olleet 
a few damage sums and thus serve notice 
that we cannot be trilled with. 
Those 
who advocate this plan say it is the only 
way in which we can get satisfaction, the 
only way in which we can make our gov­ 
ernment respected. 
On the other hand, the friends of arbi­ 
tration ami peace bay the United States is 
too great a nation u> resort to such bully ­ 
ing methods in settlement of money m a t ­ 
ters. 
Leave the big guns and the peremp­ 
tory demands issued behind their frown­ 
ing muzzlfb to Germany and England, if 
England likes that way of doing business, 
they say . 
As to disgust with arbitration 
as a method of boti ling disputes between 
nations, the fiiends of amity say there 
would be just as much sense in abandon­ 
ing courts of law as a means of settling 
Double* between individuals because there 
is at some time or ether a miscarriage of 
justice. Hut it cannot be doubted the gen­ 
eral effect of the queer finding of the Ar­ 
gentine minister at Madrid in this Mexi­ 
can ease lias been unfavorable to arbitra­ 
tion. 


\ t h e re Fe n c e Lo v e rs F a v o r Fo rc e . 
As a rule the peo ple who mo st v ig o ro us­ 
ly deb ml arbitratio n ami the metho ds o f 
patience are 
tho se who 
belo ng to the 
church ami who naturally lo v e the way s 
of peach. 
Hut it has been no ticed that 
wnen the church peo ple art* themselv es in- 
tensted in a ease of injustice do ne to o ur 
citizens in fo reig n lands they are w illing 
to hav e the lug g uns bro ug ht Into play . 
All of which goes to show that human n a­ 
ture is pretty much the same the world 
over The church people cannot be blamed 
for feeling disgusted w ith the dilatoriness 
of 
1 lie sultan of Turkey in adjusting 
claims against him preferred by the Unit­ 
ed States. 
More than two y ears ago a 
Turkish mob inflicted damage tothe prop­ 
erty of American citizens in Turkey to 
the value of over #100,000 The mobs were 
led and even officered by uniformed sol 
diers of the Turkish army 
Through the 
assistance of English consuls our govern­ 
ment satisfied itself of the justice of the 
claims made against Turkey ami in con­ 
sequence 1ms made repented demands for 
pay ment. 
But 
not one cent has been 
forthcoming, and there are 110 indications 
that the sultan intends to come down with 
the cash.
